TAX PAYMENT 


BILL IS ISSUE 


Senate Proposal Would 


Have Assessment Due 


Semi-anniially. 


Short 
Ballot 
Measure 


Also Due for Consid- 


eration Monday. 


The question of whether the pres- 


ent law will be amended to provide 
for the payment of real property 
taxes in two equal installments, 
one in May and one in September 
will be among those to be threshed, 
out in the senate when it moots 
Monday. 


The bill was originally inntro- 
duced by- Senator J. W. Robbins of 
Douglas, but name of Senator AY. A. 
Prince of Grand Island has been 
.•ided IT it. 
The bill is known as 
S. F. 149. 
The appearance of' the bill before 


the committee of the -whole a week 
ago was the occasion of a strenu- 
ous debate and the result was that 
the bill was sent back to the stand- 
ing committee to be .worked into a 
form that would be more accep- 
table to both factions. 
Senator Prince maintained that 


since the purpose of the bill is to 
relieve farmers from having to pay 
the whole amount of 'the tax as- 
sessed upon their property at one 
time, it should be amended so as 
to givo the farmers such a relief 
immediately 
rather than a year 


from now. 
To accomplish this purpose tho 


bill has been amended to car;-y an 
emergency clause, putting it into ef- 


• feet before the 1921! taxes become 


delinquent next May 1, if it passes 
the legislature agd is signed by tho 
governor. 


Amend Penalty Provision. 


Another provision has been ad- 


ded providing that if the entire tax 
assessed in 1926 is paid before Aug- 
ust 1 of this year, no penalty shall 
attach for failure to have Paul the 
tax or before May 1. 


Aside from the advantage to the 
taxpayer, which the supporters of 
the bill claim would 
result from 
this change, it is believed that the 
amount of delinquent taxes oacii 
year would 
be substantially re- 
duced. The payment of real istate 
taxes would be spread out and there 
would be a more or less continual 
flow of money into the treasury. 


Those opposing the bill claim that 
such an arrangement would greatly 
increase the work of the 
county 
treasurers by forcing them to keep 


- a great many more records, while 
under the present system the work 
is all done up at one time and it 
is over with. The expense of in- 
stalling the system and putting it 
into running order is another point 
stressed by those opposed to the 
bill.Senator Albert Miller, the farm 
spokesman of the senate, opposed 
the bill when it was before the com- 
mittee of the whole a week ago, 
stating that the farmers are not 
asking for the change so far as he 
knew. "It will just add another day 
to the many days that the farmer 
now has to run 
into the 
county 
courthouse and pay taxes of some 
kind. He contended that the farm- 
ers are able to pay their taxes and 
are not in need of this kind of re- 
lief. 


Senator Prince says that the ono 
time of year that the farmers have 
the least ready cash is in the spring. 
He argues that they would be better 
able to pay these taxes or a part 
of them in the fall, after they have 
disposed of part of their crops. 
Short Ballot Bill Up. 


The short ballot bill, S. F. Ifi5, is 
another measure which is on the 
general file calling for action Mon- 
day. This measure, which was in- 
troduced by Senators Griswold and 
Banning; would make the offices of 
secretary of state, auditor, 
land 
commissioner, and attorney gener- 
al appointive by the governor rath- 
er than elective. The bill will have 
considerable support In the senate, 
but It is very doubtful if that sup- 
port -will be strong enough to put it 
•through. 


Several members of the senate 
were experssing their disapproval 
of the provision of H. R. 10 limit- 
ing the bag 
limit on ducks 1o 
twenty-five. 
The present limit is 


fifty. 
The limit will probably be 


reduced under what it now is, but 
a strong effort will be made to raise 
the number to at least thirty and 
possibly forty. 


Those members -who are opposing 
so large a reduction' argue that the 
Nebraska shooting takes place only 
while the ducks are migrating while 
the heavy killing takes place eithei 
in the south where the birds spend 
the winter, or in the north where 
they nest. 
By reducing the bag 
limit here, the birds are only saved 
to be killed by hunters In the north 
or south, where the limit Is gener-. 
ally fifty. 
.

Hosman, .secretary of ' 
the Nebraska State Teachers' asso- 
ciation. The law passed by the In- 
diana solons is similar in content 
to H. R. 332 by McMasters of Lin- 
coln, which is now before the leg- 
islature. 
Donald DuShane. editor 


of the India.na Teacher and super- 
intendent of schools f.f Columbus, 
Ind., in his letter to 
. Hosman, 
writes as follows: 


"You 
may be interested in l<j«trn- 
ing that the Indiana legislature has 
just passed a teacher tenure law 
which was written and promoted by 
the Indiana State Teachers' asso- 
ciation. This law is state wide in 
its scope, including: every teacher, 
supervisor, principal and city and 
town superintendent."

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Nebraska takes nineteenth place as a user 


of the 160,000,000 barrels of Portland cement 
produced in the United States each year. 
That means that every resident of the state 
can bank on one and a quarter barrels of 
concrete being utilized for him during the 
year. The comparatively high rank of the 
state in this connection doubtless may be at- 
tributed to the fact that a number of the na- - 
tion's 147 manufacturing plants are located 
within its borders. 
- 
Although cement had its origin and early 


development in Europe, the United States is 
the "concrete capital" of the world. This 
country, with a yearly production large - 
enough to provide every man, woman and 
child here with a barrel and a third of 
cement, manufactures and uses more of the 
product than the rest of the world combined. 
' Until the first Portland cement was made 
in this country in 1872 by David Saylor in the 
now famous Lehigh valley district of Penn- 
sylvania, all Portland cement was imported 
from Europe. But even after Saylor demon- 
strated - that just as good cement could be 
made in the United States as abroad, budld- 
ers continued to use the foreign product in 
comparatively great quantities. 


Saylor, a maker of, natural cement, began 


his experiments in Portland cement by car- 
rying buckets of rocks which he burned in 
his kitchen. John K. Shinn, another Penn- 
sylvanian, also saw the possibilities of manu- 
facturing Portland "cement so he created a 
plant by means of makeshift machinery. 


Foreign Portland cement 'and domestic 


natural cement were long great competitors 
of the American made Portlands. So great 
was this competition, in fact, that many of 
the companies fell by the wayside. Finally 
the superior American product gained a 
strong foothold and now every part of the 
country has its own adequate supply of the 
building material. It was not until 1897, how- 
ever, that the use of American cement ex- 
ceeded the importations from Europe. 


1 With a total capital investment of about 
$500,000,000,147 Portland cement plants are 
now in operation in this country with an an- 
nual capacity at least one-fourth greater 
than the record year's demand. These plants 
are now capable,of manufacturing at least 
200,000,000 barrels of cement a year. In 
1925, some 161,000,000 barrels were made, 
with the nation's builders actually using 
5,000,000 barrels less or 156,000,000 barrels. 


Portland cement is now made in 29 states, 


the largest producers being Pennsylvania, 
Missouri, New York and Illinois.

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In viewing the foundations of the Forum 


structures as they stand today, the observer 
finds proof that the early craftsmen were not 
in accord as regarded the use of broken 
stones. In the effort to secure better qual- 
ity, some Roman builders laid the concrete in 
layers, alternate layers being made with dif- 
ferent stones. Others preferred to mix the 
various kinds of rocks together and dump 
the concrete into the forms in one mass. This 
is the method used by builders of the present 
clay. 


Yet with their unscientifically manufact-" 


ured cement, made from volcanic ash and 
lime obtained from burnt marble, the an- 
cient Romans built concrete foundations 
which appear to be as sturdy today as they 
were during the life time of Julius Caesar. 


The Romans made their cement by mixing 


slacked lime with ashes deposited by Vesu- 
vius a'nd other volcanoes. The product served 
their purposes well but was not always uni- 
form. It had the desirable characteristic of 
modern cement in that it would harden un- 
der water—a highly essential quality. 


Yet with all this there is a wide gulf be- 


tween the cement of early Rome and the 
product which is used so extensively today. 
After the fall of the Roman empire, cement 
making, along with many other arts, disap- 
peared for a time and was not revived until 
the middle of the Eighteenth century: 


A cement which would harden under water 


was created by John Smeaton in 1756 and 
used in building the first satisfactory foun- 
dation for the Eddystone lighthouse off the 
coast of England. Smeaton's discovery was 
improved at various times by various experi- 
menters but not until 1824 was Portland 
cement invented. 


- Joseph Aspdin, a stone mason of Leeds, 
England, "discovered that a better concrete 
could be made by powdering, burning and 
grinding materials proportioned by himseli 
rather than by using the ready-made prod- 
ucts of nature. 


He called his concrete "Portland cement" 


because of its resemblance to building stone 
from the Isle of Portland, used in such struc- 
tures as the Westminster Abbey. 


But even Aspdin's product was unscientific; 


It was developed through guess work rather 
than exact laboratory calculations. His dis- 
covery, however, is the basis for the great in- 
dustry of today. Although Portland cement 
had its origin in Europe, the 92 manufact- 
urers in the United States make more of it 
than all the rest of the world combined.

Japan to sit with the United States 
around a Geneva conference table 
soon to work out a ne\v naval lim- 
itation plan.

He 
has slipped quietly 'out of "his hotel 
to the various theatres—and back 
again just as quietly. 


Case of Genuine .Modesty. 


It becomes obvious, as Tunney 


goes along- on

reign, that he keeps to himself be- 
cause of modesty, rather than- be- 
cause of an alleged snobbishness. 


"I'd like to be regarded as cham- 


pion only when I'm in tho ring,'' lie 
said. "The rest of the time I wish 
folks would just regard me as Gene 
Tunney." 


And then he added 
Before I fought Dempscy, I guess

rural women of'Nebraska: 'What 
kitchen convenience do. you, treas- 
ure most or wish for most'? In the 
majority of cases the answer came 
'quickly that a means for bringing 
in and carrying away water meant 
most to them. This means that in 
the minds of women who do all of 
their own housework plumbing -in 
' the farm' home is an outstanding 
labor saver. 
" . 


Plumbing Needed Most. 


1 "Of the many types of improve- 


ment for the home which are con- 
sidered by the home demonstration 
club of the agricultural extension 
service, plans for and possibilities 
of plumbing- have been of interest 
to many. At the present time 1,641 
women are'enrolled in the conven- 
ient kitchen project and are con- 
sidering possible inexpensive plumb- 
ing systems or complete systems or 
even possible improvements in their 
present plumbing system 
which 


would make housework easier. 


"AVhy have rural homes been built 


without this essential equipment? 
Perhaps because twenty to thirty 
years ago, scarcely any hardware 
dealer of the small town had 
in 


stock a sink or pipes or tools with 
which to install plumbing. 
But 


such an excuse today would 
not 


hold water for the modern plumb- 
ing equipment which does hold wa- 
ter may be secured 
from 
some 
dealer in nearly any town in Ne- 
braska. Speed the day when there 
may be a sink with running water 
in the 'kitchen of every Nebraska 
farm house. 


Not Impossible Dream. 
"It is not an impossible dream. 
Just as the Moffat tunnel has been 
cut through the Rocky mountains 
connecting- the east and west sides, 
so will it be possible some day 
for 
each 
far m kitchen 
to 
be 


equipped with running water 
at 


the kitchen sink. AVe learn from 
the assessor's record for 1926 that 
of the 127,727 Nebraska farms only 
16,422 have any form of water sup- 
ply at the house, and of this num- 
ber many do not have the water 
supply piped to a sink in the kitch- 
en. It is not uncommon to find the 
farmstead where water has 
been 


piped to convenient places in the 
barn, chicken house and hog lot. 
as for the convenience of it at the 
house, that has not been 
given 


much thought; and if the house 
does have this "convenience perhaps 
the faucet has been placed at a 
low sink in a- back room or on a 
porch. The running water at a con- 


veniently placed sink iu the kitch- 
en makes it serve the homemaUer 
to the best advantage. 


What Plumbing Doei. 


"When-the installation of plumb- 


ing for the farm kitchen serves its 
highest purpose: 
- 
"It is placed conveniently near 
to other equipment to give ease and 
efficiency in use. 
"It 'Is' so located 
as 
to 
avoid 
stooping or reaching on the part 
of the user. 
"It makes unnecessary the lifting 


of quantities of water. 
"It provides sufficient water, both 


j hot and cold, to make easy and 
satisfactory the cleaning processes. 


"The old excuse can no longer be 


given as the reason why plumbing 
equipment has hot been added to 
the farm 
kitchen. 
Perhaps 
the 


problem of installation is the great- 
est handicap today. But even for 
this problem there is a step of 
progress being made. The university 
extension service has included in 
! the convenient'kitchen project 
.a 


demonstration on the choice and 
installation of plumbing' for 
the 


farm home. 
"During November, 1926 training 


meetings were held for project lead- 
ers In which the state extension en- 
gineer 
presented 
plans, methods 
and devices which serve well 
for 


farm 
plumbing systems. 
These 


demonstrations in nine counties of 
the state were carried back to near- 
ly 2,000 people in the local com- 
munities. 


By Gravity Pressure. 
"Nebraska has a variety of soils 


and land conditions which makes 
the problem of choice" of plumbing 
vary with local conditions.

land is rolling, the system of a 
tank on the hill provides pressure 
by the gravity method, inexpen1 
sively. 
"Methods of laying the pipes and 


joining the parts have been care- 
fully considered by the state en- 
gineer in his demonstrations to lo- 
cal leaders and they in turn with 
the assistance of a 
circular are 


prepared to assist neighbors

choosing- plumbing equipment. 


"Those who wish help in the de- 
tails of planning their systems have 
this service for the 
asking. The 


dream of a rural 
Nebraska in 
which all housewives have an ef- 
ficient kitchen sink Is coming .true 
year- by year. As a result of the 
assistance given by the university 
extension service during the spring 


i of 1926 to rural men and women in 
their planning 
and 
instaling of 


plumbing, some improvement or ad- 
dition has been reported to sixty- 
one homes. 
64 Planning Changes. 


"Since the December demonstra- 


tions have been* given by the pro- 
ject leaders to their local clubs, re- 
ports have come back of sixty-fcuir 
homes m which plans for changes, 
addition or improvements are to be 
made. This number will be 
in- 


creased month by month as 
the 
warmer weather 
makes 
possible 


changes in the plumbing. 
"Two leaders now 
report thai 


they have made the improvement 
of lifting their sink to the proper 
height for them and have already 
noticed the difference in the ease 
and convenience of its use. 
"It is no longer a 
problem of 


knowing the sanitation value or the 
labor saving advantage of plumb- 
ing. Rather the problem is to get 
rural Nebraska to ascribe to plumb- 
ing in the .home—as compared with

Why a 
Change in the Presen 


, Method : of" City Government 


Is Necessary.- • 
Lincoln, Neb., March-12. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star 
The last six published reports bj 
the city show a startling condltioi 
of affairs that should, be remediec 
at the earliest opportunity. 


"We find in the water and light re 


port of 1925 on page (25) that the 
water department pumped 2,152,- 
716,000 gallons of water, for the year 
ending August 31, 1925. On pag' 
(28) 
of this same report .(35 per 
cent of all the water pumped is fur- 
nished free to sewer flushing; park 
and street fountains,, and fire hy- 
drants. From these the water; de- 
partment receives no money). 


In the water department records 


we find that the 
water used for 
sewer (lushing was.ipaid for by the 
street department to the water de- 
partment The water used for sew- 
er flushing from July 1, 1925 to Julj 
1, 1926 was 1,527,600- gallons for 
tvhlch the sewer department pale 
Mr. Schroeder's department $229.1< 
In full: for all water used that year 
In flushing sewers. That brings us 
down to the drinking fountains and 
fire hydrants. 
. 
' 


At :the late fire at Tenth and Q 
streets thero *were thirteen fire 
Etreams used for five hours. These 
streams with -regulation nozzles 
could only use 250 gallons per min- 
utes each or 3,250 gallons per min- 
ute, using 975,000 gallons in the five 
hours; 
. Thirty-five (35) per cent of the 
water pumped amounts to.753,450,- 
600 gallons per year, more than two 
million gallons -per day.. If Lincoln 
had a five hour fire using the same 
amount of .water for each, day in 
the year ft could only use 355,875,000 
gallons.* The remainder of the 753,_ 
460,600 gallons must be charged to 
the drinking fountains. This water 
would supply every person in Uni- 
versity Place, Havelock, Bethany 
and College '"View;" with 98 gallons 
per day to last for a year. This 
is the water Mr. Schroeder charges 
to the drinking, street and park 
fountains and they run only, nine 
months^and" wasted according to his 
report. 
"We have the 65 per cent 


of. 2,152,116,000 gallons for which he 
collects at 15 cents per 1,000 gallons. 
•This .amounts to $209,739.00 which 
Mr. Schroeder collects. 


"We have repeatedly asked, him to 
give the cost per 1,000 gallons for 
pumping water, which he has abso- 
lutely refused-" to do. -In 'the ab- 
sence of; Ms report we wrote the 
Metropolitan water department, of 
Omaha for the cost, per 1,000 gal- 
lons for pumping their water, and 
the height they have to | raise it. 
Their, cost is 2 cents per 1,000 gal- 
' Ions and raiso It against a head of 


870 feet. We also" wrote to Sioux 
City to the water department there 
and they pump against 330 feet~head 
at a cost of 1.9 :cents per 1,000 
gallons. Lincoln is pumping its wa- 
ter to secure 65 pounds 'pressure, 
240 feet or 130 feet less than Omaha, 
If we" allow what it.costs Omaha', 
Two cents-per 1,000 gallons it would 
cost Lincoln to pump " 2,152,716,000

lieve the taxpayer. 


The fact that this .condition has 
existed .for the past seven years 
is one of the wastes that In- 
dicates that the present methods o: 
city government must be changed 
It willbe seen that ,the little man or 
small consumer -who uses only 2( 
K. W. under Mr. Schroeder's man- 
agement must pay 6-1-2 cents per 
K. W. while the large -consumex 
gets it for 3 cents per K. W. 


If the mayor and members of the 


commission had taken an interest 
in other departments as they shoulc 
have done these conditions of waste 
and extravagance would have no1 
continued all these years. I callec 
attention to this condition two years 
ago after Mr. Schroeder was nom-

The physical cultur- 
ist's chart of proper living is glv- 
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ing better and longer and happier 
lives to girls of today. 


Back in 1921, a doctor said that 


American girls were increasing in 
height and weight. The university 
girls disprove the first figures and 
prove the latter one. In 1S99, Miss 
Anna Barr, then physical director 
at the university prepared a chart 
upon various 
feminine measure- 


ments which was nationally used as 
authoritative and -widely quoted in 
text books. 


Girls Weight Heavier. 


In that chart, she found that the 


average height of the" girls was 63 
inches and the average weight 113.2. 
Figures compiled at the university 
in 1926 by the women's physical 
education department revealed that 
the average height of 
Nebraska 


girls is 62.8 inches—slightly 
less 


than the figures twenty-eight years 
ago—but that the weight—shades 
of the reducers and self-starvers— 
had increased to 142 pounds. 


Physical education directors don't 


prepare such elaborate charts on 
their students today. Instead 
of 


dwelling so strongly on "inches, they 
stress posture—straight hack, 
no 


curves anywhere. 
They've found 


that a good posture effects many 
simple cures, and that the girl who 
walks and stands and sits correctly 
is the girl who avoids very many 
illnesses. 


A couple of years ago the Ideal 


modern girl, as developed by gym- 
nasiums, was defined at Barnard 
college. At that time, she passed 
all tests if she were able to jump 
3 feet 2 inches, throw a basket ball 
25 feet, run 25 feet in 4.4, climb a 
rope 4 feet, vault 3 feet 8 Inches. 
Of course, as the girls found, it was 
tho girl with average weight who 
scored best, but it wasn't the size 
of her ankle or'the inches around 
her neck that determined her stand- 
Ing.

broader shoulders, larger arms, lar- 
ger hands—any one of which would 
have sent a.-glrl of the last gener- 
ation into a partial decline— but 
that exercise has porportloned them 
hardened soft tissue Into firm flesh, 
aligned them from their marcels to 
their rubber heels. 


With the physical education em- 


phasis on posture, girls have learned 
to walk upright. Now and again the 
debutants slouch creeps in for a 
time, but it is, tho few, rather than 
the many, wlio adopt it. Good pos- 
ture means good footwork, and girls 
have learned to walk1 with longer, 
firmer strides, rather than with tho 
mincing, halting stumble of a gen- 
eration or more ago. They may not 
appear so coy with their heads up 
and their chests out, but they have 
Improved their figures with the 
new development. 


The girl 'of thirty-five years ago 


may not have considered lungs a 
proper subject of consideration, but 
since the modern girl .has faced 
them she's found them harmless and 
useful.

A tube consumes one-quarter am- 
pere from the "A" battery and is 
not suitable for operation from dry 
cells due to the heavy drain and 
upkeep cost. It may be used as a 
detector, radio or audio frequency 
amplifier. 


Concerning Condensers. 


A condenser in series with .the

In a few years more" 
most of the work upon the state roads will have been 
completed. From then on the problem will be one o£ 
maintenance. But we now have highways stretching 
across the state, which are gravelled for a consider- 
able portion of their length." Jt is time we were 
utilizing them to their fullest by building the feeder 
roads. 


Nebraska is one of the few- states in

which paid for highway construction as the work was 
completed. No huge bond issues face the taspajers, 
with their heavy inteiest charges.

indebtedness remains to be met. We have gotten the 
most out of our money. No direct levy is now be- 
ing made for roads. The funds for state construc- 
tion come from the 2-cent gasoline tax. The money 
for maintenance is provided by the license fees. The 
final logical step is to provide for the county sys- 
tem by an additional 1-ccnt gasoline tax. Even then 
we will be spending less, than our neighbors and we 
will have better highways than they got with viibtlv 
higher outlays.

ty highway system longer without beriously impair- 
ing the economic interests of Nebraska.

to market over the water route, the cheapest form 
of transportation. 
These factors make it possible 


to "spot" the American crop 15 cents, represented 
by the tariff duty which must be paid before it will 
be admitted, and allows it still to 
compete 
with 


corn raised hero at home. 


To make the tariff 100 percent effective for the 


American farmer, it will be necessary for Mr. cool- 
idge, under the authority conferred upon him by 
tho tariff law, to raise the duties sufficiently so the - 
Argentine farmer, with the advantages of cheap 
labor, cheap land, and cheap transportation, 
can 


no longer compete. On many of the items which the 
American farmer has been told are "protected" the 
same situation prevails. He is not getting 100 per- 
cent protection but he is getting some. In the case 
of corn, he is getting the protection of a 15 cent duty 
which is not enough to completely exclude the 
Ar- 


gentine crop. But if tl,c Argentine farmer was per- 
mitted to market his corn in 
this country 
with- 


out paying a cent of duty, .unquestionably the en- 
tire surplus would find its way here, and would'tend 
to further depress tho price of the American crop
